The justice signed the re- 
port and ordered tiiat the trial proccd.

Cannot Get Home. 


At present Wadewitz is on board the 


U S S Marietta, off Little Cove Island, 
Nicaragua, C. A', live, miles out. Since 
January, when his time expired, he has 
been held over, for the reason that the 
ship hai not touched port and the navy 
department does not see fit to take ac- 
tion to send him home and he is anx-. 
ions to get back. He has written a let- 
ter to his brother, Edward Wadewitz, 
alluding to the skipper of the steamer 
and bow he was sent down there by.the 
government to be made miserable, but 
that the fact is the. crew suffers even 
more than he does. This, he says, docs 
not count for anything because congress 
is made up of gentlemen whom he does 
not hold in the very highest regard.

AIE ALWAYS FULL OF DUST, 


Particles Not Observed Because Too 


Small to Reflect Light. 


"A mcst interesting study," a prom- 


inent government scientist recently re- 
marked, "is that of what might be term- 
ed the foreign elements of the atmos- 
phere. The earth's, atmosphere contains 
an enormous quantity of dust, and it is 
everywhere, in the country as well as in 
the towns. 


"The reason why we do not see it con- 


stantly is that' the' particles do not re- 
ject enough light to make an impress- 
ion on the retina. A ray of bright sun- 
light in a dark room reveals innumerable 
particles, and yet the millions we sec arc 
but a small proportion of the whole, bc- 
ng the larger particles, 


Pasteur Method Best. 


"It is not at all difficult to 
collect 


these particles for purposes of study. 
Probably the most successful way 
is 


that first used by Pasteur, who drew a 
stream of air through a tube containing 
nitrated cotton. 
The cotton was then 


dissolved by treating it with ether and 
the residue washed and dried. The part- 
icles may be measured by means of a 
fine micrometer, a late perfection of 
which enables measurements of as little 


one-scvcnty-millionth of an inch to 


be made.

'•How these particles are loosed in the 


air may be readily seen when it is re- 
membered that all mechanical action baa 
a tendency to reduce to a powder what- 
ever substance is in. fractional contact, 
even the waves beating upon the shore 
make a dust. 
Rain in falling collects 


considerable quantities of this dust and 
snow still larger amounts. This accounts 
for the 'red snow' sometimes heard of, 
the color being .caused by mineral part- 
icles.

Germs in Organic Hatter. 


"Of the total weight, of the atmospheric 


dust about «5 to 75 per cent is inor- 
ganic matter. This portion is absolutely 
harmless, but 'in the 25 to 35 per cunt of 
organic matter.are .to be found germs of 
almost every kind, and particularly in 
cities is this percentage dangerous to hu- 
manity. _ 


"In the inorganic portion have been 


found practically all mineral substances, 
including the metals sodium, calcium, 
magnesium, aluminium, nickle, cobalt and 
iron. Iron appears in much greater quan- 
tity than any othcr metal, much of that 
coming from planetary space. The rush- 
ing of meteorites though space causes a 
friction which gradually reduces them 
to powder containing much iron, some of 
which joins the earth's atmosphere."

Xow ii lias to Us credit a long list of 


discoveries in the business of soul and 
body betterment.

This is the 
remedy the army purpose's to furnish 
free of charge. All those who are tired 
enough <>f life to find relief in the 
thought ot ending it are recognized as 


subjects fit for treatment, and all such 
persons are urged to go at once to the 
nearest antisulclde bureau of the army 
for relief. 
There Is no red tape connected with 


the business. A -would be patient need 
not even state his case. The mere fact 
of his presence at the antlsiiictdo bu- 
reau Is sufficient and he will bo asked 
no questions. Treatment will begin at 
once 
He will he sure to be met in- 


telligently and will be made to feel 
that there is still some one who has a 
vital interest in him. By bringing back 
to his realization the beautiful things 
of this life and by making it possible 
for him to feel the awful mistake lie is 
about to make tho Salvation 
leader 


hopes to put every hopeless applicant 
on his feet and to steer him safely 
away from the fearful temptation. 


Of course this method is not exactly 


at one with that of the scientists, it 
is to be hoped that it will Drove to bo 


more successful. 
The officials of the 


Salvation Army court the widest pub- 
licity in-the matter. The army wants 
every man, woman an£ child in the 
world to know that it is prepared to 
treat the suicide mania and that it Is 
going to have a bureau 'in every large 
town, which will be open every day In 
the year and all night as well. Before 
any one who has made up his mind to 
end it all" carries his purpose into ex- 
ecution he Is invited to go to the bu- 
reau and be convinced that he is mak- 
ing the'-mistake of hi$Jife. 


Although this specialty of the Sal- 


vationists is of such 'recent origin 
enough has been accomplished to show- 
its great value. 
In the first 
five 


weeks after the London bureau was 
established ho less than' 500 persons 
availed themselves of its assistance. 
The most remarkable thins about the 
matter is that so few of those who ap- 
plied turned out to be impostors. In- 
vestigation proved that more than 80 
per cent ot those who went to the bu- 


l reau were deeply in earnest. 


I 
It must not be 'supposed that the 


business of dissuading hopeless per- 
sons from committing suicide is with- 
out its difficulties. General Booth ad- 
mits that they are numerous and per- 
plexing. 
The conditions which excite 


the suicidal tendency are so varied in 
different, cases that it would be im- 
possible to prescribe a fixed course of 
treatment applicable to all who are In 
need of help. 


General 
Booth, now seventy-eight 


years of age. has three great schemes 
in contemplation and hopes and rather 
expects .to live to sec them come to 
fruition.

and. sunshine to teach them there the 
high ideals of plain life. 


Secondly, he would colonize South

of' seventy-eight expects to establish 
and put into active operation a Uni- 
versity of Humanity. 
To the ordinary mind these seem the 


wildest wanderings of a vague dream- 
er but to the man who organized and 
built up the Salvation Army they are 
straightforward propositions that ^ire 
easy for any man1 to understand.

he will accomplish them, or at least get 
his plans well under way, if a few pre- 
cious years be allowed him must seem 
certain to any.one who ha:> studied his 
life,.locked on his face an3 heard him 
talk'.

CONSCIOUS ALMOST TO THE END. 


His Death A Great Shock to Dillon, Who

William Dillon on Wednesday last, in

After making a gallant fight for life and 
confident that he would recover from the 
wounds, he passed away at 12:40 this 
morning, hii father, three sisters and 
Drs. rultx and Murkwitz being preswir.

terday morning the injured man was in 
fair shape, considering the nature of his 
inj'iirieB, but at that time intense pains 
in l,hc stomach and bowels appeared and 
bccjtme so intense (hat 111?

jection. 
Severe 
vomiting 
followed, 


greatly weakening the wounded 
man, 


but after this stopped he appeared eas- 
ier, but internal hemorrhage no doubt 
followed and 
physicians 
knew 
that 


death was not far di»taut. Weaker and 
•H«»ker he grew, but wns conscious al- 
jno»t to the last, bidding his father, sis- 
ters xud those around him.a sail nuil pa- 
thetic farewell befnre passing into eter- 
nity.

Shock to Dillon. 


The 
announcement 
of the death of 


young Best was a terrible shock to Wil- 
liam l>illpn, confined at the county jail, 
who since tho shooting has prayed for 
his recovery. Dillon has in.itle no state- 
ment except to his attorneys, but his 
friends say that when the case is tried 
the evidence will show a different state of 
circumstances than have been made pub- 
lic by the sworn statement of Mr. Ursl 
and others who have testified to having 
seen actual trouble 
and

Coroner Steps In.

Was 16 Years Old. 


Jacob C. Best, the dead man, was born 


in ths city of Milwaukee nnd iti years 
old. His.father is .laco'u Best, wholesale 
liquor deialor. 
Tli? son was given the 


best possible education and graduated 
from the- Wisconsin university and since 
that time has been associated with his 
father in the liquor business. Among 
the youngef society people of Milwau- 
kee he was well known nnd popular and 
liLi dej-th was received with sorrow. He 
•WM » member of the famous Dcntseher 
club and other organizations. The body 
•was forwarded to Milwaukee this after- 
noon and the funeral will be held from 
hi* late home in that city. 


An Autopsy Held. 


The body of the dead man WHS remov- 


ed to the new morgue of the Thronson 
Furniture Co., on Fifth street, where Dr. 
Frank Murkwitz and Dr. Pult>: of Mil- 
waukee, assisted by Dr. Brehm, county 
yhysieJan, h*W a" autopsy.

Intestines Perforated. 


Tho acting

The 
claim wai made that only one of tin- in- 
tertiMS had been sewed up and the other 
'three punctures open.

He said, however, that there were 
four punctures; also when questioned as

could recover, h,e answered that therci 
had been such recoveries and referred to 
men wounded in the army or 
battle, 


when bullets pierced the intestines. Fur- 
ther than this he said nothing. 


Hard to Find Bullet. 


The greatest difficulty was experienc- 


ed in locating the bullet and Dr. -Murk-' 
wiu remarked that he. had looked for 
a great many bullets in the bodies of 
piTsions shot, but this was the hardest 
to find he had experienced. 
For an hour 


the search continued niid finally it was 
located in what is called by medical men 
tho Tsoas muscle, in the pelvis, having 
struck the kick bone and reflected back.- 
A portion of the ball was" llatei;ed and 
it was taken possession of by Coroner 
Hoyle. It is a ball from a 38 calibre re- 
volver, some as the one used by Dillon. 
The greatest interest was taken in the 
autopsy, so that the exact nature of the 
injury'could be 
determined. 
Coroner 


Hoyle filled out the burial permit and 
if the cause of death wns gangrene caus- 
ed from 11 gun wound. 


The body was taken possession of by

He Kicks Dillon.

Best pushed the door open, Dillon hav- 


ing hold of it on th'c inside, and whcu 
the door was open Best made a kick nt 
Dillon, who apparently bent down to es- 
cape the blow and at the same time the 
gun in his hnnd came up and there was

BY PRESIDENT 


Much Incensed by Statement That He 


Asked Harriman to Raise $350,- 


ooo Campaign Fund. 


TERMS-IT DELIBERATE UNTRUTH. 


Should hi*. Characterized by Even Short- 


er and Uglier Word.—Copies of Let- 
ters Written to Representative Sher- 
man of New York Made Public. 


WASHINGTON, 
April 2.—President 


Roosevelt today emphatically denied the 


statement contained in a, letter publish- 
ed'this morning, purporting 
to 
luive 


been written by E. H. Harriman to Sid- 
ney Webster, of New York, ill the latter 
part of-December, 1005. In Mr. Ham- 
man's letter, the statement is made that 
at1 the request of .President Roosevelt, 
he, Harrimnn, iissUted in raising a, fund 
of ;.$230,000 to In: used in. carrying Xew 
Tork for the Republican party at the 
election which wus 
then 
approaching. 


This statement, the president character- 
izes as "a deliberate and willful untruth, 
—by right it should be characterized by 
an even shorter and morn ugly word. 1 
never requested Jlr. Harriman to raise 
a. dollar for the presidential 
campaign 


of 1904." 


The president's denial was contained 


.in a brief statement and copies of letters 
written to Representative Sherman of 
New York. The letters are dated Octo- 
ber 8th and October 12th, 1900, respec- 
tively. 


Not Made by Harriman. 


The president after furnishing the let- 


ters to the press, dictated the following 
statement: 


"After writing these letters to Con- 


jjessman Sherman the president was 
assured that Mr. Harriman 
had 
not 


made the statements which Mr. Sher- 
man credited him with making. Inas- 
much as the same statements appear in 
the major part in the letter of Mr. Tlar- 
riman 
now published 
the 
president 


deems it proper that the letters lie sent 
to . Congressman Sherman last October 
shall now themselves be made public." 


In the first letter reference is made 


to a conversation between Mr. Harri- 
man and Mr. Sherman which was re- 
peated to the president in which .Mr. 
Harriman is'said to have given as a rea- 
son for his personal dislike of the presi- 
dent, partly the lut.ter's determination 
to' have the railroads supervised and 
partly tlie alleged fact that after prom- 
ising Mr. Harriman to appoint Senator 
Depew' ambassador to France, lie, the 
president, failed to do it. "and," contin- 
ues the president, "1 understand you to 
say that he alleged that 1 made this 
promise at a time when lie had come 
down to sec me, in Washington when X 
requested him to raise two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars for the Republi- 
can presidential campaign, which was 
then on." 


Wanted Depew Ambassador. 


Tt appears from the conversation re- 


pelted to the president thai; Mr. Sher- 
man had gone to Mr. Hnrriman to ask 
him for a 
contribution 
for the cam- 


paign.. The president says that Harri- 
man also (more than once, ho thinks), 
urged him to promise to make Mr. De- 
pew ambassador because this would help 
Governor Odell by pleasing certain big 
financial, interests. 
The president said 


he informed Mr. llarrimau that he did 
not believe it would he possible to ap- 
point Mr: • Depew and furthermore ex- 
pressed his surprise at his (Harriman'.s) 
Baying that the men representing the 
big financial interests 
of 
New 
York 


wished the appointment made inasmuch 
as a number of them had written asking 
that the place will be given to Mr. Hyde 
Mr. Hnrriman, on Icaring .Mr.- Hyde was 
a'candidate, hastily said that lie did not 
wish to 'be understood as antagonizing 
him and would be quite willing to sup- 
port him. 


Harriman Doesn't Come. 


The president says that although he 


understood that he (Harriman) still pre- 
ferred Mr. Depew he left a strong im- 
pression that he would be almost as well 
satisfied with Hyde. 
Some (.•orrecpond- 


c-nce is then given between the president 
and Mr. Hnrriman from which it appears 
that on October 10 the president said to 
Mr, Harriman that in view of the trouble 
over the state ticket in New York ho 
would like to have n few words with 
hirp. Later on October H, is a letter to 
Mr. Harriman in which .the president 
savs that a suggestion has come to him 
in a roundabout way that Mr. Hnrviman 
did not think it wise to come, in, the 
closing weeks 
of the. campaign. 
The 


president told Mr. 
Harriman 
if" he 


thought there wns any danger of his 
visit causing trouble to give it up. Here 
the president in his letter to Mr. Sher- 
man says:

'•You will.see. that this letter is abso- 


lutely incompatible with any theory that 
I was aakiug Mr'. Hnrriman. .to

down to sot' me in my own iiW^rest. 


No Such Idea in Mind. 


The presidint incloses another letter

The president said 
lie wns unable to agree- with Mr. Harri- 
mnn's views on the matter nnd left his 
message to congress unchanged as re- 
gards the interstate commerce law gov- 
ernment. 


Quotes Harriraan's Remarks.

Defense Rests Case.—Wife of Defend- 


ant...^ .Court .Today.—Prosecution 
Loses a Point When it Comes to Iden- 
tifying Glass With One on Collier's 
Auto. 


KENOSHA, April 2.—Special to the 


.Tourrial.—The defense put up a, strong 
fight for Collier at the morning session 
of the trial and just before noon sprung 
a little sensation in the way of the evi- 
dence of Harold'Major,.a youth who re- 
.sides south of Central Park about half 
'a mile. Major testified that there had. 
been great pieces of sod in the roadwa> 
in front- of - his house and that on the 
night William Ureycr was killed he had 
sac with his. mother in the front win,- 
dow of the house and had watched ears 
go past. He stated that there were 
about ten cars passed during the even- 
ing nnd that one of them struck one of 
the pieces of sod in the road and the 
lamp went out. The car was brought 
almost to a. stop and then v/cnt on 
slowly. Ko mention was made of the 
Collier ear in this regard, but the jury 
undoubtedly noticed the coincidence in 
the matter as the Collier car had been 
stopped in a similar manner. This is 
undoubtedly the plan of the defense to 
clean up the statements made that the 
car had struck something and the ad- 
missions made by witnesses in regard 
to the lights going out. 


More Evidence on Lamp. 


A great deal of evidence was intro- 


duced during the 
morning session to 


show that the glass 
found 
could not 


have been from a Solar lamp. R. H. 
.\lells, C. M. Hall and others testified 
that the glass was not similar to that 
used for the doors'of the Solar lamps 
and their evidence was of a very posi- 
tive nature. Following this evidence in 
regard to the lamp the defense introduc- 
ed more witnesses to show that the car 
had not been damaged when'it was re- 
turned to the plant. William Eys'ter 
any Claude Barnes were the principal 
witnesses on this point. Kyster was in 
charge of the repair department at the 
factory and he testified that the car 
went to its owner on the morning after 
the accident. Barnes rode to the fac- 
tory in the car on the morning after the 
accident and he stated that he had not- 
ed no defects in it. 


For the most part the evidence it the 


morning session was exceedingly tame, 
and the statements of Major were the 
only ones that brought anything of a 
sensational nature. 


Defense Rests Case. 


Following the examination of Major 


the attorneys for the defendant read in- 
to the record a portion of the testimony 
of Dr. F. E. Andre which tended to show 
that no examination had been, made to 
evidence that Drcyer did not meet death 
from natural causes, after which', to the 
great surprise of all, the defense an- 
nounced that it would rest the case. 


Mrs. Collier in Court. 


For the first time since the trial be- 


gan Mrs. Collier appeared in court and 
sat by her husband during the entire 
session. It had been expected that. Col- 
lier would take the stand, but at the 
last minute his attorneys decided that 
his going on the stand was unnecessary. 


Monday Afternoon Session. 


The Collier trial set now records 
at 


the aftorncin session Monday for from 
the time the defense took charga of the 
case there was not a minute lost. There 
were no long cross examinations and six 
witnesses were examined in less than an 
hour and a half. These were the most 
important witnesses for the defense and 
when the last half of the half dozen had 
left the stand the attorneys for the de- 
fendants announced that they weit near- 
ly done and could not go any further be- 
cause 
their 
other witnesses ivere out 


of the city. This made it possible to do 
away with the night session which had 
been planned. Collier was in the court 
room but his attorneys stated that there 
was a grave doubt as to the necessity of 
putting him on the stand, 


Disprove Glass Theory. 


The theory of the state that the glass
